4. The Examiner's amendment has been made in order to clearly show that there 
are three persistence properties that are available to a user. This in fact distinguishes 
the claimed invention from the prior art, hence placing this application in condition for 
allowance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 1-4. 9-17 and 20-22 are allowed . 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1,13 and 22 , the prior art fails to teach a method for sharing 
database objects between source datastore and a target datastore wherein a 
persistence property of the linked source object for controlling how changes to the 
linked source object are handled by the target datastore, wherein the persistence 
property is selected from persisting only metadata in the target datastore, persisiting 
both metadata and the object data changes of the linked source object in the target 
datastore and persisting neither metadata nor object data in the target datastore, further 
wherein all of the persistence properties are described in a greater detail in claims 1,13 
and 22, and wherein linking datatstores and specifying a refresh policy is performed in a 
manner as taught in claims 1,13 and 22. 

As to claims 2-4, 9-12, 14-17, 20 and 21 , those claims are allowed by the virtue 
of their dependency on claims 1 and 13 respectively.
